With the help of members, we are mak- 
ing progress in planning a communica- 
tions system expansion which will begin 
with the battery back up system for the 
main repeater. The club has an Astron 
power supply that is need of repair that we 
will restore and use as a charger for the 
system. The batteries will be moved 
around so we can maintain them at ease. 

This is not a small job as the batter- 
ies are large 200 amp hour 2.05 volt acid 
cells that are connected in series parallel 
to make up the 12 volt supply needed to 
run the repeater on battery voltage when 
the AC mains fail. They are huge and 
heavy and have to be handled with care 
especially when moving them. We may 
need a small crew to do this at some point 
in time so keep your ears open. 

We have had little response on the 
upgrade format supplied by Bob, 
KA4EMV previously. Other members, 
knowledgeable in this field, are supplying 
us additional information that may be more 
cost effective to the club to mull over. This 
is good for the club as it is generating ac- 
tivity and interest. We are looking over the 
existing equipment we have, such as 440 
exciters, link controllers, 2 meter receivers, 
power supplies, etc. that make up a re- 
peater link including antennas. 

The old equipment leaves a lot to be 
desired and we don't have much to work 
with. It seems that the receivers we have 
are of poor quality and we must pursue 
other good quality receivers for the 2 me- 
ter links and 440 receivers for main site. 
We can probably use the 440 exciters and 
link controllers. 

| should have final word from Jim, 
WB4HCV on the Snellville addition which 
would involve a 150 foot tower, security 
building, and possible existing hardline 
etc.. | plan to sit down with Jim after the 
holidays when we plan to discuss agree- 
ments with the county to maintain this 
equipment. This could turn out to be an 
extra plus for GARS in that we may end 
up with more potent coverage from there 
than Lawrenceville, but it is all speculation 
at this time. 

The other sites available are now 
starting to take on shape and form. | have 
a contact person who is a club member 
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who | hope will be able to steer us onto 
these various sites once we get rolling with 
our first link. We are treading slowly as 
there is a lot to do in between moves but it 
all should take place in due time. 

We have used up a large portion of 
finance for the new repeater and other fi- 
nancial responsibilities have left us with lit- 
tle to spend on upgrading. The next 
renewal for membership comes in April of 
95 which would allow us another big ex- 
penditure for repeater equipment, In the 
meantime, we can purchase small 
amounts of equipment that are needed 
from existing funds. 

We are a growing club compared to a 
year ago, and it will take a lot of financing 
to reach all the goals the club has set. 

Other clubs in the metro area have 
had a good jump on us in membership 
and financing available to them in building 
up their networks such as Alford and 
ARC, but this is not to say that we will not 
reach that point in time. We have the tal- 
ent right here to build up this system, and 
we have the support of many members in 
reaching that goal so don't get 
disheartened. 

440 Repeater A Reality 

Well we talked about it at one of our 
meetings at Ryan's back a bit, and we 
heard it from the mouth of Edwin, 
KC4VLJ, and now finally we are in the 
progress of putting on a 440 Repeater at 
the Snellville site that will operate on 
444.525 with a PL of 156.7. The power 
will be 10 watts and the only cost to the 
club will be the juice to run it and some 
free tower space for Edwin. 

We hope that this will be the begin- 
ning of a good relationship with Edwin and 
that this will be his start into being an ac- 
tive member of the club in many more 
ways than the membership at large can 
conceive. Edwin is an excellent climber, 
installs hard line, towers, antennas and all 
the maintenance that goes with it all for a 
living so indeed he will be a plus for the 
club in our future plans to expand on our 
own existing communications system. 

Edwin will probably want to coordi- 
nate his repeater with SERA, so | am call- 
ing upon the help of the club from those 
individuals who have had the experience 
in filing repeater coordinates in the past to 
give Edwin a helping hand doing this.

You can create psuedo-drives with letters of your 
choice to gain easier access to frequently used or 
deeply embedded directories, saving lots of time. 

For example, say you name your C:\UPLOAD 
directory as psuedo-drive U: with the command: 

SUBST U: C:\upload | 
in your AUTOEXEC.BAT file. You can now send 
uploads to drive U: and not have to type the direc- 
tory name every time! For quick access to my 
GARS News file area, | placed the command: 

SUBST N: C:\amipro\docs\pers\GARS\news 

in my AUTOEXEC.BAT file. This created an ap- 
parent new drive (N:) with the root directory 
\NEWS. | can still access the directory from the 
actual drive it is in, in this case drive C:. 

You can have several psuedo-drives if you 
like, and you can name them as any unassigned 
drive letter.
